Ding was in the form of a‘‘crap’’ game, 
Whiph the gambiers have even been bold 
@nough to carry on in the residences of some 
of the unsuspicious victims. 

The story leaked out by the confession of 
One of the boys, who had been fleeced of $400. 
He had spent all the money he could procure, 
pawned bis overcoat and some clothes and 
thea purloined jewelry from his parents and 
pawned it to obtain money to carry on the 

The jewelry was missed andthe young 
man was called on for it. A complete con- 
fession resulted. 

It was found that a man by the name of 
Toster, who also went under the name of Allen, 
had inveigied the boy intothe game. One 
boy, ason of one of the wealthiest residents 
in the neighborhood of Deimar and Grand av- 
énues, had been taken into partnership by 
Tosier. At first the game was run ia

ant receiving, it is alleged, so much per Sun- 
day for the use of the barn and for his services 
asawatchman. The colored man was dis- 
charged for some irregularity and then the 
game was moved intoa new bullding in the 
rear of the Delmar Avenue Church, the negro 
being retained as a watchman. Tozier’s 
Partner, a boy about 16 years of age, per- 
suaded his father to ict him have a few friends 
over at hie house on Sundays, and with the 
expectation of being able to keep hie son at 
home the father granted the requost and fitted 
a portion of the basement up for bis son's 
amusement. The game was then run there 
Suaday ovenings and afternoons when the 
weather was too chilly to playin the new 
buliding. Last Sunday the game wasrun as 
usual in the rear of the Delmar Avenue 
Church. 

The boys who have been victimized are 

none of them over 18 vears of age and are ali 
_.theeons of wealthy parents. They are al- 
lowed plenty of spending money, and some of 
the bove have lost several hundreds of dol- 
lars. The boys say that a young fellow, who 
recentiy got into trouble because of a short-

HOW THE GAME I8 PLA 5 
There is no limit to the number of people 
who may play ine game of craps. The qgues- 
tion of who shail have first throw is decided 
by the — throwing one die, the highest 
man start . the game, which le played with 
two dice. ho dice are thrown from the hand 
instead of a box. An old billiard table is 
usually used as the board in regular craps 
houses, and the dice are ‘‘shot’’ out 
of the band 80 that they roll 
two or three feet along the table. If on the 
frst throw the player shoots two 6's, two 
aces or a dence and an ace he makes what is 
xgown as craps and loses. If he throws 
ner seven or ereven—that is, if the upper 
tides of the two dice foot up either of those 
numbers—he makes what le known as & pass 
and wins. Should he fall to make either a 
Pass or craps on bis first ‘‘shoot’’ the throw 
is known as his point, and whatever 
the number is he must throw it 
again before he throws a seven in order to 
win. Ifhe throws a seven before he throws 
hits point again it is ‘‘craps’’ and he loses. 
When a player makes ‘‘crapse’’ he loses his 
turn to play or throw. If he makes a pass he 
keeps on throwing until he makes ‘‘craps.’’ 
In other words he keeps throwing until ne 
loses a hand and then be forfeits bis throw 
and the man next to him on the right 
takes his turn. When not throwing 
themselves the other players can bet on 
what is known as the til.“ The till is of 
cresent shape, with the figures 2—3—4—5—9— 
10—11—12 between the lines, and beneath the 
concave side of the crescent are the figures 6 
and 8, a line drawn down from the center of 
the crescent — bg ay them. Anybody can 
bet on any number in the till and if the player 
throws the number beton before he does a

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WORKING THE STANDARD 


A SHARP PITTSBURG SYNDICATE SELLS OUT 
TO THE MONOPOLY. 


The Craigs-Elkins-Rigard Crowd Cause ® 
Sensation in the Oil Market—New Re- 
Auerles to Be Erected and the Standard 
on Treasury Tapped Again—Probable 
Advance in Prices. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New YORK, Nov. 11.—The news that the 
Craig-Eixine-Rigard syndicate of Pittsburg 
had sold out to tne Standard O11 Co. occasioned 
widespread comment yesterday among those 
interested in oll. A gentleman familiar with 
the situation said: *‘The stock on hand pro- 
duced in Ohio and Western Indiana is about 
14,000,000 barrels. This barely represents a 
scratch in the enormous oll felds of this dis- 
trict, which includes a vast area of oll-produe- 
ing territory outside of the Pennsyiva- 
nia fields not yet worked by the Stand- 
ard company. The oil of this district 
is said to be of a very inferior 
quality, but it is stated that if the Standara 
people find that they can make a good de- 
livery of this product they will open them- 
selves this whole district, This grade of oil, 
the exporters admit, can find a ready sale on 
the European market, the idea being to bold 
the price at 12 cents per gallon for the Penn- 
sylvania product and 8 cents for that of 
Western Ohio and Indiana. This would 
naturally shut out the Pennsylvania refineries 
who were antagonistic to the Standard in- 
terest. It may be mentioned here that the 
refineries owned and controlled by the ‘Elkins 
crowd have been for along time a thorn in 
the sides of the Standard peopvie. Added 
to this the Pennsylvania Rallroad, in opposi- 
tion to the Standard Co., favored Elkins et 
al. inthe way of freight charges. As this 
latter association owned the best oll produo- 
ing wells in the State their crude product 
commanded a premium of some 2 cents per 
barrel over that of other districts. It was 
owing to the existence and competition of the 
Elkins syndicate that this association was 
able to command this premium for their oul. 
Some six months ago the directors of the 
Producers’ Association resolved that 
if this sale was effected they 
would lay a pipe line themselyes from 
Pennsylvania to the seaboard and become 
adirect competitor of the Standard. They 
then made arrangements forthe engagement 
of $6,000,000 for this purpose and foran addi- 
tional $6,000,000 to bulld new refineries on the 
Atlantic seaboard. This money has all deen 


guaranteed by prominent caplitaliste of this 
city, Pittsburg and Phiiadelphia. 
EXPO OF CRUDE OIL. 

The export of trade oll to France reaches 
nearly 100,000,000 gallons annually, and to 
supply the demand is one of the purposes of 
the association. The new refineries are alto- 
gether better than controlled 
by the Standard, 
account of this 
Craig people have been able to face the 
Standard and maintain their position. The 
Producers’ Asgaciation feel very sore over 
this sale by the Elkins people. The premium 
on their product bas amounted thus far, this 
year, to one-fourth of the whole price ob- 
tained, and hence they feel that this sale is 
like taking so much money ont of their pock- 
ets. The problem inthe oll districts bas re- 
solved itself into this—whether the people in 
that country will own the acres they 
pay or whether they 
will the exactions of 
some pipe line compan which has 
no land. The people of estern Penn- 
syivania, the farmers, are now drilling wells 
themselves, and they may be expected to 
make a hot fight over their own property. 
In the purchase which was reported from 
Pittsburg all the outside refineries from that 
State with but two exceptions have gone into 
the fold of the Standard company. But there 
are at least 2,500 oil producers who are 
perfectiy willing to strike the Standard 
again and instead of 2 of com- 

tition that company has really invited 
t. It was stated wy the Standard company 
that they had secured ‘‘Dave’’ Rigard of 
Pittsburg, but the fact is when Rigard got bis 
check fram the Standard he immediately gave 
orders to the leading foundries of Pittsburg

The Elkins-Craig-Rigard crowd are likely to

AN INTERESTING INTERVIEW WITH PRE 
MIER MERCIER OF QUEBEC. 


French Canadians Favorable to Anpexation 
to the United States—The Jesuits’ Estate 
Act—Money Due the Protestants— Mr. 


charles Thibauli’s Speech—A New France 
to Be Founded on This Continent. 


By Telegraph to the POsStT-DISPATCH. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 11.—The Hon. Honore 
Mercier, Prime Minister of Quebeo, is one of 
the delegates to the Catholic Centennial. He 
reached here Saturday morning and atonce 
went to the house of the Cardinal. From there 
he went with Father Smith to Loyola College, 
where he is now a guest. Mr. Mercier isa 
tall, bandsome, fine-looking man and looks 
as though be was born to bea leader of men. 
His face is of the French type—dark, with a 
heavy black mustache and dark eyes. His 
nead is covered with an abundant growth of 
hair, except about the forehead, where 
it has begun to recede. He speaks excellent 
English, though there is a little odd accent 
about it, and once in a long while a peculiar 
pronunciation of a word will be noticeable 
during a conversation. Mr. Mercier was 
asked if there was mucb or any feeling in Gan- 
ada favorable to annexation. He replied: 

‘*] think there is considerable sentiment to- 
ward annexation among the French Cana- 


dians.’’ 
Is there any feeling on the subject among 


the British Canadians?’’ 
es, there ig; but not to the extent that 


exists among the French Canadians.’’ 
„Do you think the leaven is spreading 


among the people?“ . 

This question the Prime Minister aid not 
answer as promptly as. the others, but after 
some little hesitation he said he thought the 
sentiment was growing. It had been said that 
Mr. Mercier’s visit was to create sympatby for 
the Catholics in Quebec and to obtain the 
moral support of bis co-religionists in the 
United States and thus strengthen his position 
in Canada. Mr. Mercier was asked if his visit 
had any significance other than thathe was 


merely a delegate to the Centennial. 

„No, not at all, was his answer, and he 
seemed rather surprised at the question. Mr, 
Mercier was asked if ne would tell something 
about the Jesuit estate act by which $400,000 
was paid to the Jesuits by the Government. 
The Prime Minister said be was willing to do 
so, but it would take too long and there were 
80 many points involved on both sides that he 
could not do that. 

„It ls a great pity,’’ he said, that the 
people in the United States do not understand 
the question, Why, when Igot here 1 found 
tbat even the Jesuits did not understand it.

Be Will Not Criticise the Police, but Says 
They Have Been Negligent—Cireult At- 
termey Olover Says the Folice Are to 
Blame—Mr. Dierkes Wants the Chief of 
Police to Swear Out the Warrants—Chief 
Haebler Angry but Inactive-—A Monster 
Evil Exposed—Mr. Cottril’s Experi-

HO is resposible for 
the failure to enforce 
the lottery laws? That 
is the question at the 
Four Courts to-day. 
The court officials say 
the police are respon- 
sible. 

Chief Huebler was 
considerably stirred 
up over the expose of 
the lottery business 
in St. Louie in 'yester- 

terday’s SUNDAY Post-DisPaTOH, He seemed 
angry thie morning and it was with difficulty 
that he could be induced to say anything 
about lottery matters and what he did say 
was indefinite and vague. 

The publication, which seems to have wor- 
ried Chief Huebler and which he seems to 
have taken as a personal matter, simply 
showed that lotteries were run, tickets were 


5 sold and advertisements were published, in 


0 ut 
fined to the alleys, and it 
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flagrant violation ofthe law and neither the 
Police Commissioners nor Police Department 
nor the public prosecutors made any attempt 
to stop it. 

The SUNDAY PostT- DISPATCH gave the names 
of three men whowere running iotteries in 
the city of St. Louls—three men who were 
guilty daily of bold feionies. 

It gave the names of or designated thirty- 
one men who are regular vendors of lottery 


tickets and who are guilty of a misdemeanor 
every time they sell one. 

It gave the location, and in most cases the 
street and number of twenty-nine offices 
where tickets are regularly kept on sale. 

It pointed out, what the police already 
knew, that an alleged — — was daily 
violating the law by publishing advertise- 
ments of lotteries. 

This, it seems, has made the Chief angry. 

And when the SUNDAY Pos?-DISPATOU un- 
dertook to let the public know what the city 
authorities were doing to enforce the laws it 
revealed an amount of ignorance or neglect 
onthe part of officials which is astonishing. 

To begin at the top. Mayor Noonan ac- 
knowledged that he, as President of the Police 

had neglected his duty, and said he 
was willing to stand one-fifth of the blame. 

Police Commissioner Turner did not know 
so-called newspaper was printing and 
lating openly the advertisements and 
ings of a lottery. 
ce Commissioner Hammett did not know 
that the law prohibits sachn publications. 

Police Commissioner Small said that Mr. 
Overall and Mayor Noonan were the lawyers 
‘of the board and had those matters in hand. 
He did not know whether lottery had ever 
been called to the attention of the board. 

Ohief Huebler admitted that he hed ne- 

lected his duty in not making Moberly and 

elly prosecute flagrant cases. 

Moberly said that he had peen discouraged 
in former attempts and had not tried to pros- 
ecute any lately on that account. 

That is the showing, and it is not one of 
which any city or official could be proud. 
Every executive officer questioned admitted 
frankly either ignorance or neglect of duty.

Tour Through a Factery—The Ferty-five 
Steps From a Gold Pen’s Inception to Its 
Birth—Skilled Mechanics Employed— 
America Leads the World in This Indus- 
try—American Labor Makes Them.

 LMOS8T everybody who 
is anybody writes, at 
at least occasionally, 
with a gold pen nowa- 
days. Professional 
men, with much cor- 
respondence, authors 
and men of business 
use them on account 
of their flexibility and 


i — adaptability to al 
r —— forms otz business, yet 
deo among the thou- 
sands who are thus equipped are acquainted 
with the peculiar and very interesting process 
of their manufacture. The fact that America 
leads the world in this branch of industry as 
in almost everything else of a mechanical or 
industrial] nature, and that an American firm 
has been awarded the grand prize of the Paris 
Exposition for the manufacture of gold pens, 
naturally directs attention to the subject. 
Although the houses engaged in the manu- 
facture of gold pens are comparatively tew 
in number, their output is considerable and 
is a source of extensive revenue. One Ameri- 
can firm alone manufactures and sells more 
than 100,000 gold pens every year, while others 
do a correspondingly profitable business. 
Before a gold pen is ready for use by the gilt- 
edged editor or the tolling cutter of coupons, 
it goes through no less than forty-five 
different processes, each important 
in itself and each actually nec- 


cessary for the perfect completion 


lanketing 
of the finished article. Yetsuch is the case, 
and the care and ingenuity required in each 
of these processes calls for skilled labor of a 
high order. 

Before making your pen the first thing is to 
et yourgold. This is purchased from the 
Enttea States Assay Office and comes in square 
bars. A bar of say twenty-five ounces costs 
the manufacturer $560. hen the gold is first 
received in ite pure state it has a some- 
what reddish tinge, but after it has 
been alloyed it*is sicklied over with a 
PALE YELLOW TINT, 
and there is a slight seum on the surface. Then 
comes the annealing, and this leaves the sur- 
face a dingy place and makes the metal more 
pliable. fter the gold is alloyed, melted 
down to 16 karats and annealed, it is rolled 
into bars about four feet long and six feet 
wide. Thisisdonein heavy presses, which 
reduce the thickness of the metal a little more 
than that of a sheet of blotting paper for the 
larger size of pens and still smaller for those 

of smaller dimension. 

From the rolling pressesthe gold goes to 
the hands of the stamper. Dies, arranged 
according to the different sizes eee 
punch out the rough pen from the yielding 
gold. The gold pen in chrysalis, as it may be 
called, is a very awkward looking affair, re 
sembling in shape the ordinary tag of com- 
merce, with a rough wab on the — * It 
quickly passes to the notcher, who, with the 

ulck time ofthe machine, makes a notch in 
the top of the wab. 


Now comes a very interesting process known 
as sweating. The operator idys a row of the 
notched pens and witb a pair of pincers picks 
— a small quanti of irridiaum, whic

From the sweater the still unsightly pen is 
taken to another operator who, op a copper 
wheel charged with emery, grinds off the 
black outside and prepares the different pens 
so that they shall be of equal size, And now 
comes a process which shows the expanding 
powers of the gold. It is called breaking 
down and consists of passing each pen 
through a heavy press which thins and iength- 
ens it. After this, each pen is passed through 
a steam press which runs it to the required 
gauge. As yet the pen may be called embry- 
otic, but now it is passed to an operator who 
hammers it lustily and its first sign of life is 
shown in the elasticity that is acquired. 

It begins to look just a little, but not very 
much, like a pen now, and after it has passed 
through the press that is awaiting it, it drops 
into a drawer beneath and comesoutin the 
outline of its future form. Another operator 
now takes itand ina trice the name of the 
manufacturer is stamped on the back in clear- 
cut letters. Still our pen is flat, and even a

MR. DONAHUE ANGRY. 


AN AMUSING INCIDENT IN THE CRONIN 
MUBDER TRIAL TO-DAY, 


The State's Attorney’s Remark About One of 
the Defendants Grinning Areouses the 
Ire of the Latter’s Attorney—The Court 
Rules on the Admission of Testimony 
by Witnesses for the State. 


Curcaco, II., Nov. II.—- Mies Martha A. 
Jonnson, private secretary to Dr. Belfield ,the 
microscopist who, as an expert, testified in 
the Oronin case on Saturday, was the irst 
witness thie morning. She testified that the 
specimens of blood and hair from the Carlson 
cottage delivered to her by Police Oaptain 
Schaack were by her delivered over to Dr. 
Belfield. When Henry Buckholz, on behalf 
of the State, was called Mr. Donahuefor the 
defense said: 

**l object to this witness testifying, on the 
ground that we have received no notice of 
his testifying until this moru ing.. 

The State’s Attorney: 1 notified them, if 
your Honor please, just as soon as I got into 
court this morning. 

The Court: 1 may now say, right here, 
that I shall allow this witness to testify, and I 
may explain why 1 shall allow all the wit- 
nesses to testify in this case, provided the de- 
tense is notified prior to their being called to 
the stand that they are to be called. I take 
it that the law with reference to the indorse- 
ment of the names on the back of the indict- 
ment was designed ‘for those cases which will 
be finished speedily, where the 
jury will be obtained and the 
case disposed of within a few days at 
least. In such a case rank injustice 
would be done to the defendants if the names 
of the witnesses to be called against them 
were not placed on the back of the indictment. 
But where a case has taken as long as this 
has, and plenty of opportunity is afforded to 
you for making inquiries as to the witnesses 
on the stand, lam not going to hold strictly 
to the rule at all. At the same time, I will, in 
all these cases, if you elect to do it, allow the 
cross-examination to be deferred until oppor- 
tunities haye been afforded you to make 


inquiries.’’ 
The defense offered an exception to the 


ruling and the witness proceeded to testify.

The firet performance bere of Adolph Muel - 
lers romantic opera, The King’s Fool,“ 
dy Conried’s Comic Opera Co., drew an ex- 
eelient audjence to the Grand Operp-hense 
last evening. 

On first impression there seems to be an 
unfortunate case of cross purposes in the 
Production of the opera. This is perhaps 
best explained by the announcement of the 
production of a romantic opera by acomic 
opera company. The work apparently is in- 
tended for a thoroughly romantic opera with, 
of course, afew oomedy features. While the 
story is fairly interesting and even bas 
several strong scenes, notably that in which 
the fool tells of his enmity to the usurper and 
that in which Corisanda decides between her 
daughter and the Prince as to who is really 
the heir to the throne, it is haraly strong 
enough and full enough of stirring romantic 
incidents to absorb attention. 

On the other hand it is lacking in genuine 
spontaneous humor. The comic element 
seems forced and mechanical as if throw in to 
‘Bil up vacancies. The impressivn is, there. 
fore, that of meagerness in really entertaining 
materials. Nor was there material in the com- 
pany to make much rattiing fun of the kind 
whieh distinguishes the farcical mixtures 
whieh make the usual comic opera. 

Those who expected a fine, strong, romantic 
Opera, and those who expected a roaring 
Gomic opera, were to some extent disap- 
pointed. They got a little ot both, Dut no 
commanding amount of either. But the audi- 
ence did get some charming music, a beauti- 
ful stage production and some clever, at- 
tractive and entertaining features.

BXPERT BURKS SURRENDERS ALT POWER 
AND CAN INSPECT GRAIN. 


A Report From the Merchants’ Exchange 
Advisory Board Which Stripsthe State 
Inspector of All Authority—The Points 
That Burks Has Abandoned—The Mer- 

, Chants’ Exchange Ketains Entire Con- 
trol, 


N ’OHANGE this 
morning the question 
of grain inspection on 
the east side was 
practically settied on 
Saturday when the 
Advisory Committee 
made its report in 
favor of allowing the 
Burks experts to in- 
spect grain in East 8t. 
Louis. The report of 
the committee is as 
follows: 

The committee to 
whom was referred 
the question of grain 
inspection at East St. 
Louis and on the east 

side ofthe river, beg 
to report as follows: 

THE FIRET REQUISITE 

for a healthy condition ofthe grain trade in 
any city of large grain interests is a reliable 
uniform grain inspection in which those inter- 
ested have full confidence. Without this 
confidence a wholesome condition of the 
grain trade is impossible. 

In regard to the inspection of grain in East 
St. Louis it is unquestionably most desirable 
that the service shall be performed under the 
system prevailing in St. Louis. Two inhar- 
monious systems would naturally be conflict- 
ing and injurious to the grain interests. 

But the inspection on the eastside of the 
river to be satisfactory to shippers and receiv- 
ers must be performed by experienced, com- 
petent inspectors. The State Commissioners 


have given ue satisfactory assurances of de- 
siring to appoint only competent, experienced 
inspectors. 

Our committee therefore recommends this 
board to take such action as may be necessary 
to recognize and approve of inspections on 
the east side of the river, made by appointecs 
of the Missouri State Board, conditioned that 
at least two of the present Merchants’ Ex- 
change Board of Inspectors shall be appointed 
for inspecting grain on the east side, and that 
a satisfactor inspection shall always 
be maintained, and that all such appointees 
shall furnish such bond as shall be required 
by this board before entering upon their du- 
ties, and also conditioned that the inspection 
fees in and out shall not exceed those now pre- 
valling in East St. Louis. 

We recommend that the new system be en- 
tered upon on November 106. 4 few days are 
necessary te close up the 4 — ot our 
present Board ot Inspection.

THOMAS FRANCIS BOURKE. 


Death of the Fameus Irish Agitator in New 
York. 


By Telegraph to the PFosr-Drsraren. 

New YORK, Nov. 11.—Gen. Thomas Francis 
Bourke, a weli-known Irish agitator, died 
yesterday at his home,No 209 East Thirty-sixth 
street, from acute inflammation of the kid- 
neys, after a sickness of ten days. He took a 
hand in the fatal Fenian uprising in Ireland 
In March, 1867. He was one of the prison- 
ers scized by the British authoritises, 


and was thrown into Olonmel jail 
to await his trial, which took place in May. 
Excitement ran high and he was sentenced to 
be hanged, drawn and quartered.’’ Buta 
speech he made in the 25 soner’s dock, the 
same dock in which Robert Emmett had 
stood—calied forth a great outcry from the 
press and people in his favor, and caused his 
ase to be reconsidered. The students of 
Trinity College, Dublin, gotup a petition to 
the Queen and his sentence was commu to 
imprisonment for life. He served four years 
in the prisons at Wokingand Millbank, and 
on his release, after the general amnesty in 
1871, came back to the United States.

The Black Antipodean Hammers His An- 
tagonist All Over the Ring-—To Save 
Himeelf, the Englishman Commits a 
Foul in the Second Round and Loses the 
Fight—General Sporting News.

standing quietiy in his corner. Smith’s 
friends held him back and probably saved him 


life. Smith declined at first to shake hands 
with his conquerer, but finally didso. Jack- 
son gets £800 prize money and wins an equal 
amount in bets for his night’s work, besides 
gaining the reputation among sports here as 
the hardest hitter and the most scientific 
boxer in the world. 

Eight hundred members of the Pelican Club 
were packed close around the ring at midnight 
to watch the contest. Nostrangers were ad- 
mitted except three friends of Jackson. Five 
times as many people stood outside and were 
kept In order by a posse of police. The entire 
front of the club puilding was barricaded with 
strong planks. Charley Mitchell, Jem Mace, 
Bill Goode, Al C. Roberts, Dick Roberts, Jem 
Carney and Bat Mullins were on hand to see 
the fight, and among others were the Marquis 
of Queensbury, Lords Lonsdale, Lurgan, 
Deerbhurst, Dudley, Granville Gordon and 
Esema Gordon, De Olifford, Mandeville, 
Churchston, 
and navy. The American boys of the club 
present included Clinton Winans, Chas. Gilsey, 
W. J. King, Walter Kogshall, Harry Marks, 
Ned Fox, Major Noah, Tom Burchide, Eudege 
Stratton, Pony Moore and Murry Boblen. It 
was nearly 1 o'clock before the referee was 
decided upon. George H. Vise of the Olifton 
Boxing Club was selected for this place, and 
Messrs. W. J. King and P. Bettison, ex- 
amateur champions, were the judges. Capt. 
Drummond was the time-keeper. Both men 
were looking fit as they leaped into the 
sixteen-foot ring. 

THEY WERE GREETED WITH CHEERS. 

Smith looked the better ofthe two. He had 
trained down to 182 pounds and was without a 
superfluous ounce of flesh. Jackson was 
about ten pounds heavier. Smith was sec- 
onded by Jack Baldock and Jack Harper. 
His trainer, Jim Hause, was also on hand. 
Jackson was seconded by Sam *Fitzpat- 
rick, bis Austrailian trainer, and Jack Falion, 
the Brooklyn strong boy. The colors of each 
champion were fastened to the stakes in their 
respective oorners. Smith’s handkerchief 
had his own likeness in the center and a dark 
blue knotted border. Jackson’s had a com- 
bined English and American flag with the 
words, ‘‘Advance Australian, and without 
fear or favor. Inscribed ther eon were also 
the letters O. A. C., out of compliment to the 
California Athletie Club. Bets were freely 
made asthe men shook hands and prepared 
for the encounter. Jackson was the favorite 
at 6 to 56, principally on account of his superior 
heighth and reach. Then another half hour 


was wasted in a squabble between the seconds 
to get Jackson to take off the beit he wore. 
He refused to fight without it. Smith finally 
gavein. Then Jackson discovered that the 
gioves were too small. Others were sub- 
stituted but not, however, until Baidock had 
done considerable wrangling. 
THE FIGHT. 

At 1:20 the men shook hands and squared off 
forthe ürst round. In this Jackson did the 
leading, the fahting 1 fast and furious. 
Each man was apparently bent on knocking 
out the other as qn uickly as possible. Smith's 
blows were all delivered on the body, but 
Jackson gave hin no rest, following bim all 
overthe ring. Both indulged slightly in ~~ 5 

ing. Jackson drew Smith out at the ones 
fn ng of the round with a feint, but the Eng ish- 
man escaped untouched. Smith, after sev- 
eral attempts, finally got in on Jackson’s 
bodyand followed the low with a stinging 
left-hander on the negro’s face. Then he 
rushed in and gave Jackson a vicious lunge in 
the stomach that winded the aAustra- 
lian considerably and caused him to 
wince. Thus far Smith bad the bet- 
ter of the round and even money 
was offered on him. Jackson had sent several 
right-handers atthe Englishman’s face, but 
Smith always ducked and gave him his 
shoulders. inally the negro changed his 
tactics. He made a felnt with his left and 
when his antagonist ducked landed on his 
head with his right. The men clinched and 
could not be seperated for some time. Jack- 
son finally planted a heavy left- hauder 
1M on Smith’s face andthe Englishman 
rushed in and — playing for his body. 
The negro prove — to be no slouch 
at infighting, and gave far more 
punishment thats be received.

A DUTY NOT DONE. 


HOW THE Sr. LOUIS LABOR MEN OVER- 
LOOKED AN IMPORTANT DUTY. 


The Missouri Law Offers But Slight Protec- 
tion to tho Workingman—A Comparison 
Between It and the Massachusetts Law 
How Weekly Payments Enhance the 
Value of Wages. 


HE strong arm of labor was 
expected to have been felt 
in the last session of the 
Missouri Legislature in the 
enactment of some iaws 
which would bea benefit to 
the labor classes and pro- 
tect them from the power of 
combined money and busi- 
ness organizations. To this 
end St. Louls sent an almost 
solid labor delegation up 
to Jefferson Cizy. It was 
such a delegation as had 
never been sent to the Leg- 

islature before and such an one as may never 
be chosen again. It was the great opportun- 
ity of the workingmen to assist themselves, 
and yet their representatives negietted the 
one thing they should have done to protect 
their fellows in the matter of the payment of 
weges, a place where {they need protection 
more than in other. 

The question is now asked why they did not 
endeavor to enact some such law as that which 
gives protection; to the working people of 
Massachusetts. It is a question, however, 
which can only be answered by them, as the 
reason is hidden to those on the outside.
